Types  of  Fairs  in 
i^assachusetts 

The  prime  purpose  of  all  fairs  in  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  is  the  promotion  of 
agriculture  under  the  MGL  Ch.l28  Sec.  2F  and 
shall  fall  into  one  of  the  five  following  catego- 
ries: 

MAJOR  FAIRS:  A  major  fair  is  sponsored  and 
conducted  by  an  agricultural  or  horticultural 
society  incorporated  under  Massachusetts  law. 
The  fair  must  operate  at  least  three  days  an- 
nually. It  must  be  inspected  and  approved  by 
MDAR  and  also  have  a  majority  of  exhibits  that 
are  competitive  ones  of  agricultural  products. 

COMMUNITY  FAIRS:  A  community  fair  is 
sponsored  and  conducted  by  an  organized  agri- 
cultural, horticultural  society,  or  association. 
This  fair  must  be  in  operation  for  at  least  one 
day  for  a  period  of  five  hours.  It  must  be  in- 
spected by  MDAR  and  shall  include  competitive 
exhibits  of  agricultural  products. 

YOUTH  FAIRS:  A  youth  fair  is  sponsored  and 
conducted  by  a  youth  agricultural  society.  It  is 
in  operation  for  at  least  one  day  for  a  period  of 
five  hours.  It  must  be  inspected  by  the  MDAR 
and  shall  include  competitive  exhibits  of  agri- 
cultural products. 

LIVESTOCK  SHOWS/FAIRS:  A  livestock 
show/fairs  shall  be  conducted  by  an  agricultur- 
al society  or  association.  These  shows/fairs  are 
in  operation  for  at  least  one  day  for  a  period  of 
five  hours.  It  consists  of  specific  breed  shows 
and  classes.  It  must  be  inspected  by  MDAR  and 
shall  include  competitive  exhibits. 

GRANGE  FAIRS:  A  grange  fair  is  sponsored 
and  conducted  by  a  local  grange  organiza- 
tion. It  is  in  operation  for  at  least  one  day  for 
a  period  of  five  hours.  It  must  be  inspected  by 
MDAR  and  shall  include  competitive  agricultural 
products.

At  $42M  in  direct  sales,  MA 
farmers  were  responsible  for  40%  New  England's  total. 

•  Massachusetts  ranks  9th  nationally  in  total  value  of  direct 
sales,  following  states  such  as  California,  New  York, 
Pennsylvania,  Michigan,  Ohio,  and  Washington. 

•  Massachusetts  ranks  2nd  nationally  in  value  of  average 
direct  market  sales  at  $25,356  per  farm. 

•  More  than  80%  of  Massachusetts  farms  are  family-owned. 
Over  95%  fit  the  category  of  "small  farms"  according  to 
the  USDA  definition  of  sales  below  $25,000. 

•  Massachusetts  ranks  1st  in  the  U.S.  for  farmland  value  at 
$12,202  per  acre. 

•  Female  farm  operators  account  for  29%  of  the  farm 
operators  in  MA,  up  from  21%  in  2002. 

•  Massachusetts  increased  number  of  organic  farms  from  129 
in  2002  to  295  in  2007,  and  organic  sales  from  $7.8M  in 
sales  in  2002  to  $17. 5M  in  2007. 

•  Agritourism  income  totaled  $5.3M  in  2007,  up  from 
$665,000  in  2002.
